CANADA PLANS CUT 
IN POSTAGE RATES 


The representatives of the Can- 
adian Post Office Department have 
planned to ask the Canadian 
House of Commons for a reduc- 
tion in postage rates for letters. 
The present rate is 4c and it is 
believed that the new rate will be 
about half this figure. Other plans 
ere to carry all first class mail by 
plane. 





Australian Peace Stamps 
Ready Late In January 


There was a rumor that the an- 
nounced Peace stamps from Aus- 
tralia might not be issued for 
lack of paper and for other rea- 
sons but this rumor has been 
squelched by an announcement 
of Deputy Director of Posts and 
Telegraph, J. G. Kilpatrick, that 
the stamps will be ready late in 
January. Values are to be 214, 3% 
and 5% penny. Colors and other 


details have not yet been an- 
nounced. 
This information comes from 


our Australian correspondent R. 
C. Dettman who tells us that he 
has about 500 covers which have 
come to him from our readers 
and that all will go out on first 
day of issue. 

In the same letter we are also 
advised that the proposed New 
Zealand Peace stamps will not 
be ready until March Ist. 

Collectors of Australian issues 
should be interested in another 
statement in the letter from our 
correspondent who deplores the 
present listing in the Scott cata- 
logue and states that many of 
the stamps could not be bought 
in Australia today for double 
Scott prices.

Big Business Looks 
At Stamp Collecting 


One of the Nation’s biggest 
Business Magazines, Business 
Week, for the issue of December 
22 carries an article of several 
columns dealing with stamp col- 
lecting and stamp investment. 

The name of the author is not 
given but it would seem to be 
someone who knows pretty well 
what they are talking about. We 
would guess it to be some dealer 
who makes some admissions in 
this article that no dealer would 
have the courage to make in a 
Philatelic Paper for general cir- 
culation to collectors, for the ar- 
ticle warns of some pitfalls in 
speculation also makes <. frank 
statement regarding probable fu- 
ture value of your stamp col- 
lection. 

We shall not attempt to quote 
the entire article which is based 
somewhat on the sale of the 
Roosevelt collection, but will 
quote a few pzxragraphs as fol- 
lows: 
® Boom-Market Exuberance— 
When war.came in 1939, refugees 
bought recklessly becau : stamps 
would pass Nazi border guards. 
Stay-at-homes bought as a hedge 
against inflation. 

Stamp prices have been sky- 

rocketing as exuberantly as did 
stocks in 1928. Inflation plus war 
restrictions on shipments keep 
prices in London, Paris, and Ber- 
lin even higher than in New 
York. 
@ Who Is Buying?—Whatever 
Collectors paid out in 1942 can 
be safely doubled for 1945, but 
an unusual share of it this year 
consists of resales of the same 
stamps. Some of the increase is 
the growth to be expected when 
folks have money for fHobbies. 
Some small amount has come 
from income-tax evaders, from 
black marketers in search of small 
-bulk assets, and from inflation 
dodgers. 

But the bulk of the demand 

comes from the small-time collec- 
tor who wants to get abroad the 
speculative gravy train. Thous- 
ands of these operators are run- 
ning up prices indiscriminately, 
buying and selling at ever-rising 
levels, then putting paper pro- 
fits back into stamps at still high- 
er prices. 
@ Awakening Sleepers—S ome 
small fraction of this seething 
market probably has a basis in 
vales. Many an old-time stamp, 
such as the 5c and 10c of the 
1847 U. S. first issue, until recent- 
ly has never brought the price it 
deserved in terms of the total 
number outstanding. 

The bulk of today’s speculation 
is in very recent stamps, princi- 
pally U. S. commemoratives, 
though other countries are also 
getting a ride, Many of the gaud-

First Postwar Airmail 
Service Manila To U.S. 


Pan American World Airways’ 
first postwar civilian  air-mail 
service from Manila to the Unit- 
ed States was inaugurated De- 
cember 18, and covers for collec- 
tors were carried, although no 
special markings were applied to 
mark the event. 

Announcement of vie service 
was published by the Director of 
Posts in the ‘Manila Times” on 
the morning of December 18, 
stating that mail for this flight 
would be accepted until 4 p. m. 
for dispatch on the evening of 
the same day when the PAA 
Clipper would leave for Hawaii 
and the United States. 

In sending the cover, Pablo M. 
Esperidion, one of the Philip- 
pines’ foremost philatelists, wrote 
“ . . we're glad thai planes of 
PAA will shuttle again between 
your country and mine; and be- 
lieving they’re angels of good 
will, we shall be looking forward 
to their paving again the better 
understanding which was inter- 
rupted by the Pacific War and 
vindicated by the Fil-American 
in Bataan and Corregidor.”

American Stamp Auction 
Dealers Are Grumbling 
Over Roosevelt Sale 





Grumbling letters are coming 
to our office from American 
Stamp Auction dealers over the 
fact that the Roosevelt stamps are 
being auctioned by a firm which 
is of British Origin. Thus is a sub- 
ject that the New York Stamp 
papers will probably know noth- 
ing about. 

On the face of what has hap- 
pened in the stamp auction busi- 
ness in this country in the past 
several years we are hardly sur- 
prised at the fact that the stamps 
went to the Harmer Sales rooms 
rather than to any other spot. 

If we are fair minded we must 
recognize the fact that the Har- 
mers came to New York a few 
years ago with a world of ex- 
perience in stamp auction busi- 
ness and ever since have held 
more sales and with more regul- 
arity than any American House, 
Their catalogues are well plan- 
ned and prepared and every bit 
of their work and service smacks 
of a thoroughly trained establish- 
ment set up solely for the busi- 
ness of selling stamps at auction, 

Most of the American dealers 

who do an auction business do it 
as an adjunct to a retail stamp 
business while the Harmer Busi- 
ness is solely an auction house. 
_ We must recognize the fact that 
inexperienced people in  search- 
ing for a sales outlet for stamps 
might readily be persuaded by 
the Harmer salesmanship that the 
best place to sell was through the 
Harmer Auction. We should be 
glad to see any of our American 
dealers set up to handle material 
so thoroughly and so regularly 
‘as does this firm and believe that 
this is ‘the one way that our 
American dealers can complete 
with them.

@ Example—Most of the 13 dif- 
ferent U. S. 5c stamps showing 
full-color flags of occupied na- 
tions (BW—Dec. 25’43,p34) were 
selling in full sheets to specula- 
tors at practically double their 
face value while still obtainable 
at the postoffice, Similar instances 
could be cited. 

Old hands in Manhatten’s Nas- 

sau St., center of this country’s 
stamp trade, maintain that stamps 
can be a good speculation for a 
smart operator but never an in- 
vestment. They also assert that 
the person who does not know 
stamps and markets has no chance 
to win, Few of the big-time deal- 
ers now have even normal hold- 
ings—if they buy a red-hot lot 
today they sell it next day for 
a quick turn, 
@ They Can’t Win—Many a rib- 
bon clerk speculates by purchas- 
ing sheets of U. S. fancy stamps 
at his postoffice, putting them 
away secure in the belief that he 
can always sell at what he paid. 
The fallacy in this. reasoning is 
that the Post Office Dept. does 
not buy back stamps, and the 
speculator, lacking a way to use 
up several thousand stamps, has 
to sell at a discount of 5% or 
20% to a postage broker. 

Despite the furore, well-estab- 
lished dealers and collectors re- 
main serene. They saw _ prices 
correct a 1927 boom in the 1930’s, 
Their firm belief is that the hob- 
by will withstand the specula~ 
tive arlarums. 

@ Salvage Value, Not Profit—The 
well-informed hobbyist who buys 
shrewdly and avoids the obvious 
fool-catching pitfalls during his

United States Stamps 


There have been numerous in- 
stances in the past where United 
States stamps have been found 
with foreign cancellations, some 
aboard ships of other nations, 
some such as Shanghai and other 
cancellations that have always 
been prized by the collector who 
has found them. Some collectors 
even specialize in gathering stamps 
and covers with foreign cancels. 

The years that have just passed 
have perhaps added more to a 
collection of this type than all of 
the years prior to 1941 for U. S. 
stamps have been all over the 
world and many have been plac- 
ed on letters and dropped in the 
mail boxes and postoffices of 
foreign lands to come back to 
America with the foreign cancel. 
A real collection of these should 
be on cover for too often it would 
be impossible to distinguish a ean- 
cel were it not on cover. 

We believe we recently saw 
some sort of an army order with 
regard to soldiers mail in Korea 
and our thoughts revert to this 
when we look at a cover which 
came to use from Mr. Curt Davis
